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ADVISING CARRANZA. "
-

Carranza has never, been one who
was inclined to take advice. He has
insisted in a stubborn manner that he
was able to look out for himself and
country and has alwaysf been in-

clined to turn a cold shoulder on ef-
forts undertaken for. his own good,
even to placing obstructions in the
way of their .accomplishment.

It will therefore be interesting - to
note what "reception the advice given
him by General Alvarado receives.
Certainly if Carranza is ever inclined
to listen to the counsel of another it
would seem that he could ..not dis-
regard that of members of his cabinet,
among whom Alvarado is numbered:
He reccamizes the trouble at. the

j present time. He declares that there
are 100 men being killed every day
in the fighting between the federal
and rebel forces and shows that de-

plorable conditions continue to prevail
in Mexico City where he alleges S.000
children die each year because of im-
proper food and clothing.

The Mexican constitution he. sets
forth contains radical provisions that
are unworkable and must be changed.
It is "a despotic, corrupting and ul- -

tra personal regrime without responsi
bility or legal restraint" under which
the country is living. . Certainly there
is need for a change when he says
that justice is sold to the highest bid-
der.

For the overcoming of the situa-
tion General Alvarado calls for the
"Pacification cf the country, organi-
zation of the army, settlement of in-

ternal and foreign debts, settlement of
claims for damages caused by the
revolution, the adjustment of the pe-

troleum problem, organization Of na-
tional railways and settlement of the
banking question." It is a bit sur
prising under the circumstances that
ArYarado should consider Carranza
the man to accomplish these things in
view of his known inclinations and
the conditions he is responsible for.

After the experience this country
has had with it may
be surprising that it is yet to- be
found, and still it ought to be realized
that it is not going to be put down
without giving it constant and thor-
ough attention. How this problem still
exists is to be realized from the fact
that the teachers of one county m

have been told by a supervisor
of instruction that an effort to con-
tinue German as the language of
communication was still being made
in that state. What the situation Is
there is plainly disclosed by the
statement to the effect that a T. M.
C. A. worker was obliged to take an
interpreter with him because the Eng-- i
lish language was spoken by io Jew.

The reason for this is that it has
been tolerated in the past. Where the
English language should have been
made the language of communication
German was allowed to take its place.
Consequently all that is known of
American ideals and customs is spread
by the German language.

Indiana and other communities sim-
ilarly handicapped have been asleep
too long. But regardless of the rea-
sons for the situation in the past it
should not be overlooked in the case
of Indiana that it is now against the
law. Realizing the predicament the
Indiana legislature passed a law for-
bidding the use of the German lan-
guage in any public, private or

school under penalty of a "fine
ranging from $25 to $100 and the pos-
sibility of a six months' jail seijtence.
It is also - against the law to teach
German in a commissioned high
school

The law is useless unless it is en-

forced and the indications are that
are those who do not intend to re-

spect it unless made to. Seeing the
recessily of passing such laws In-
diana should recognize its duty in up-
holding them as long as they exist,
even though it seems rather harsh to
forbid those in high school to study
Gorman if they desire the same as any
otler foreign language. .

Docs such a man know he i; a
"marked man" as an intimidator the
moment he has played his part in in-

solence and as a violator of peace and
good order.

THE OUTLOOK FOR CROPS.
Just how difficult it is to tell what

we are going to get from early-condi-ti- nns

surrounding the crops of the
country is well illustrated by the way
in which the estimated wheat yield
has fallen, the way in which our
mrn crop is going to exceed last year's
though falling below 'the amount
needed and a drop in the amount of
cats to be harvested.

The earliest predictions regarding
wheat appeared to be too good to be
true although greater efforts were
put forward to increase the crop
than ever before and there were fa-
vorable weather conditions to help.
According to the crop report of the
department of agriculture issued the
first of the. month it is expected that
there will be a yield of wheat totalling

23,6'ri,8M bushels. It was an-
ticipated that it would run consider-
ably over a billion bushels and thus
prove to be the largest crop ever
raised here, since that of 1915 now
holds the henors in that respect.

Corn is of course still in the lead
by a handsome margin, the estimate
being that we will harvest 2,J5S,090,-0- 9

bushels this year. This will be
an appreciable gain over last year but
certainly no more than will be re-
quired in order to meet the situation.

In reeentyears we have been rais-
ing over a billion and a half bushels
of oats but this year the outlook is
only for a billion and a quarter. There
can be. little question but what we
thall b3 able to meet requirements

Profiteering In Siberia.
(Correspondence of The Associated

Press). Profiteering has reached its
apex as "a fine art" throughout cent-
ral and western Siiberia where no
speculator is satisfied with less than
100 per cent profit and often gouges
as much as 1000 per cent out of his
hapless customers, according to stories
coming in here.

These traders, many of them smug-
glers, who. taking advantage of the
shortage of everything except the pro-
ducts of the country, the unstable
value of the ruble and the difficulties
of transportation. contrive to get
through with a few pairs of shoes,
particularly ladies' shoes, a few bolts
of silk or dress goods, a few cases of
tinned fruits, or in fact, any foreign --

made product whatsoever, reap - rich
harvests.

Eefore a regular express service was
inaugurated the many special trains
coming up from Vladivostok and Har-
bin were the targets of the specula-
tors. By connivance with the porters
and unknown to the other occupants,
nearly every special brought in its
complement of merchandise stowed
away under berths and in obscure cor-
ners, to be handed over upon arrival
at some designated point.
